By advocating the abol- 
ishment of electoral votes, 
the House is breaking a 
promise made to thesmall 
States at the time the Con- 
stitution was adopted, 

In fact, it never would 
have been adopted had not 
the rights of the smaller 
States been protected, and 


that is why each state has 
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at least three electoral 
votes, regardless of popu- 
lation, 

James Madison, father 
of our Constitution, wrote 
that the district (elector- 
al) system of Presidential 
election was ‘‘mostly, if 
not exclusively, in view 
when the Constitution was 
framed and adopted,’ 

We are, after all, still 
a union of Federal states, 
and the President must be 
a truly national leader, re- 
presenting all sections of 
the country, Under nation- 
wide popular election, the 
winner might manage to 
carry the few highly popu- 
lated urban areas, while 
losing in perhaps three~- 
fourths of the geographical 
area of the country. He 
would then likely be a sec- 
tional rather thana national 
leader, ; 

The Supreme Court not 
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withstanding, I believe that 
we mustc onsider the exist- 
ence of a Constitutional 
majority, as well ag a 
numerical majority in the 
conduct of government, 
State lines do mean some- 
thing, State and regional 
interests do vary, and our 
elections system should 
reflect this, rather than a 
simple head-count, 

U, S. News and World 
Report pointed outrecently 
that 33 of the 50 states 
will lose political power if 
a system of direct nation- 
wide popular vote is adopt- 
ed, Alabama is one of the 
33, 

So it {s not surprising 
that a UPI poll taken re- 
cently showed that only six 
state legislatures can be 
counted on at the moment 
to ratify a direct popular 
vote amendment, while at 
least 12 of the state legis-

latures definitely oppose it, 
Only 13 states are needed 
to block ratification, 

The best alternative to 
direct election is the direct 
plan, I supported the 
Dowdy =- Dennis district 
plan, which failed in the 
House, but the Senate Judi- 
clary Committee is pre- 
pared to report a district 
plan when the matter comes 
before that body. 

Under the district plan, 
the office of electorisabo- 
lished, but the electoral 
vote, retained, Each state 
has electoral votes equal 
to its representation in 
Congress, Two electoral 
votes areautomaticallyas- 
signed to the popular yote 
winner in a state, but the 
remaining votes go by 
electoral district, The

s the official touring 
nusical representative of 
he Department of the 
rmy, it travels as much 
4 40,000 miles a year, 
the Field Band has appear- 
d in all 50 states, Canada, 
fexico, the United King- 
don, Europe and the Far 
East. 

Highlights of their 
world-wide tours have in- 
cluded performances in 
London’s Royal Festival 
Hall, the Edinburgh Music 
Festival, the Olympic Sta- 
dium in Berlin, Luxem- 
bourg Gardens in Paris, 
and the Concert Hall in 
Amsterdam, 

Since its formation in 
1946, the Field Band has 
traveled more than one 
million miles in perform- 
ing concerts all over the 
world. In 1968 alone, the 
band presented more than 
600. concerts to a total 
audience of over two mil- 
lion people, 

The Field Band,inaddi- 
tion to itsextensive touring 
is often called to perform 
for the President, vice 
president, cabinet, Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, or visiting 
foreigh heads-of-state, 

This is the Field Band’s 
second appearance at the 
Houston County farm cen- 
ter, In 1967, their concert 


drew more than 3,000 
people, 
The performance is 


sponsored by the Bogardus

magazine 

I HAVE read several things 
lately that impressed me more 
than usual. For instance, and 
I quote from the column ‘*Back 
Talk’? in the September issue 
of the American Press: 

“The courage it takes to be 


an editor cannot always be mea- 


sured, There are those who 
occasionally yme out for 
Something ~~like ‘Let’s all fly 
the flag on Flag Day.’ That’s 
fairly safe, like running an 
editorial on ‘Yes, there is a 
Santa Claus,’ However, there 
are a few readers who would 
even take issue with that.’’ 

The Press continued with, 


"The courage of an editor in a 
Small town is greater than an 
editor in a big city. In the 
Small community you’ve got a 
pretty good idea who wrote the 
editorial blasting town hall, 
Signed or not, but how many 
know who make up the com- 
mittee of editors who created 
the editorial, seldom signed, 
knocking Mayor Lindsey or Ma- 
yor Daley? The courage of an 
editor who is also owner and 
publisher of a newspaper in a 


Small town possibly is. the 
greatest of them all. The Hazel 
Brannon Smiths and Elijah 


Lovejoys, tothis writer at least, 
had to have more courage than 
the Drew Pearsons and John 
B, Oakeses (not that we don’t 
have the utmost respect for 
the latter).’’ 

And I read with interest an 
article by a writer of the Hunt- 
erdon Review, anewspaper pub- 
lished in Whitehouse Station, 
New Jersey. The article en- 
titled, ‘‘Fun with the news re- 
leases’’ was interesting be- 
cause it dealt with every day 
problems of newspaper people, 
I quote in part; 

“This newspaper receives 
news releases from many 
people on all manner of sub- 
jects. The newspaper likes to 
get them, because letters and 
press releases help us to help 
the reader keep up with com- 
munity activities. 

‘From time to time it is 
necessary, however, to review 
the various procedures and 
rules for submitting copy tothe 
newspaper. We all tend to get 
careless as time goes on, and 
So the following suggestions are 
offered for the benefit of cor- 
respondents; 

“The editor should be able 
to read the press release. This 
is sort of important. The editor 
lates to be accused of nit- 
2icking, but some of the excite- 
nent and drama of aclub meet- 
ing report is lost when the 
handwriting cannot be deciph- 
Sometimes the editor opens an 
envelope and hundreds of little 
pieces of paper, each with an 
unreadable sentence on it, fall 
out on his desk... 

“The editor has a similar 
reaction when he slits open an 
envelope and extracts a tenth 
carbon, on onionskin paper, 

**Carbon copies are bad for 
another, psychological, reason. 
The editor wonders who got the 
original, and why he didn’t get 


it, One time, the editor dis- 
covered that the correspondent 
was keeping the original for her 
own files because it was neater. 
The newspapers got carbons,, , 

‘Sometimes, the editor is 
able to read the press release 
(he has a big magnifying glass 
on his desk and he loves to 
solve puzzles) but the press re- 
lease doesn’t tell him much. 
That is because the corres« 
pondent has forgotten to include 
the name of the organization, 
the date and place of the meet- 
ing, or the names of the people 
concerned, 

‘‘Mimeographed press re- 
leases fascinate the editor be- 
cause he has been making a 
Survey over the years on ink 
conservation, The competition 
among publicity chairman is 
keen, and each strives diligently 


to use the smallest quantity 
of ink, 
“The other day the editor 


extracted from an envelope a 
Sheet bearing only a few faint 
blue marks. ‘What jolly fun,’ 
he exclaimed, adjusting his 
Sleeve garters and leaning back 
in his swivil chair, ‘Pll just 
take this home and figure it 
out nights in my spare time,’ 
He has Same enthusiasm 
for typed news releases, single- 
Spaced with no space between 
words, 

‘Anews release should con- 


the 


tain the most important facts 
at the beginning of the story. 
The editor is not what you would 
call an avid mystery story fan, 


He likes stories that begin with: 


‘The butler did it.’ Sometimes 
he receives a long account of a 
club meeting 1 ends, on 
the third page 

“There was no Treasurer’s 
Report because the Treasurer 
has been missing for several 
weeks, The meeting adjourned 
early, because of the fact there 
was no Treasurer’s Report, and 
because of the fire.’’ 

I bet there isn’t an editor 


in the country but who would 
understand the problems men- 
tioned in that article, But this 
writer didn’t mention the person 
who goes to the editor’s office 
to give a news item for the 
paper but after you start talk- 
ing about it refuse to tell you 
enough to make the report in- 
teresting. It is something like 
"See the cat. See the cat run,”’ 
Such a discussion canbe mighty 
upsetting and sometimes you’re 
ready to throw in the towel 
when you fail to get the infor- 
mation wanted. And nine times 
out of ten that same person 
will be the most critical when 
theitem comes out in the paper 
in the limited form and they 
wonder why didn’t the editor 
tell all about the visit, the trip, 
or whatever it might have been. 

Being a small town newspaper 
publisher, editor, and reporter 
can be confusing sometimes. 
And it takes being mighty brave 
or that you don’t give ad... 
You .rn to be both ways. 

I’M JUST NORMAL, Pm sure, 
for surely it has happened to 
most of you some time or 
other. Tuesday afternoon when 
I got home from work I went 
through the routine of feeding 
the critters and then locked 
myself out of the house. With 
me on the outside was nothing. 
I didn’t have the car keys, I 
didn’t have the house keys to 
my house, to Mack’s house 
nor to the business. Nor did 
I have a coat and the weather 
was turning pretty cold. 

I don’t think it would be 
easy for anyone to break in 
for I tried every way I could 
think of and I didn’t get in.

became disabled in child- 
hood who may be eligible

guP to $250 for the bur- 
jal expenses of aneleigible 
deceased veteran will be 
paid by the Veterans Ad-~ 
ministration without re- 
gard to whether the inter- 
ment is in a national 
cemetery ,or a private 
burial place, 

The VA said that the 
allowance is payable in the 
case of wartime veterans, 
including those who have 
served after August 4, 1964, 
but added that peacetime as 
well as wartime veterans 
are eligible for burial in 
any national cemetery that 
has available space, The 
only requirement is that 
their period of active duty 
must have ended with an 
honorable discharge, 

Administered by the De- 
partment of the Army, the 
benefits include grave site 
anti actual interment in the 
national cemetery includ- 
ing opening, closing, and 
marking the grave, 

The Army also furnish- 
es a headstone or grave 
marker for deceased 
veterans buried in un- 
marked private plots, 

Information and assis- 
tance on filing for these 
Army-administered bene- 
fits will be furnished by 
any VA office, 

Claimre for the burial 
allowance may be filed with 
the VA within two years 
after the veteran’s burial 
or cremation,

exploring celestial space. 

Other expeditions to the moon 
are being planned. Men will 
learn to live and work there. The 
planets nearest the earth, Mars 
and Venus, are likely to be the 
next objectives of a bold breed of 
space explorers who are being 
developed in our country and the 
USSR. 

So far as we know, most of 
the planets are too hot, too cold, 
too dark or have not sufficiently 
stable exteriors to afford a habi- 
tation for man. We don’t know 
about the satellites of some of 
these planets, nor do we know 


_ about heavenly bodies that might 


be revolving around other suns 
in our galaxy, ov other star 
clusters. 

Much information will be ac- 
cumulated about these matters 
in years to come. Faster means 
of travel will have to be discoy- 
ered before the lifetime of an 
astronaut would be sufficient to 
complete a round-trip journey to 
even the farther planets in our 
own solar system. 

If a man left the earth at age 
35 and traveled 25,000 miles per 
hour, he would be nearly 60 
years old when he returned from 
a journey to Neptune. Four hun- 
dred sixty-six thousand years 
would be required to go to one 
of the nearest stars, Sirius, and 
return to earth. Even though 
man could travel at the speed of 
light which is about 6 trillion 
miles per year, he would need 
about 84% years to make around- 
trip visit to Sirius. 

So far as the mind of man can 
comprehend at present, there is 
no hope that one might some 
day be able to travel at the speed 
of light. It would seem, there- 
fore, that in his celestial ex- 
plorations man might be confilned 
to our own solar system. Cheaper 
power and much greater speeds 
will have to be developed before
